Very little of the hoped for .im- 
provement has taken place. Here and 
there reports have been received of 
refreshing showers in localities where 
drouth had prevailed, or else of a 
cessation of the drenching rains com- 
plained of at other places. At these 
points conditions are undoubtedly 
better. But over probably the great- 
er part of the cotton belt excessive 
heat and drouth have persisted, and 
many correspondents declare that no 
cotton has been niade since early 
August. There are some _ counties 
where the drouth has been unbroken 
since last July. Coming after an 
excessively wet spring, the effect has 
been distinctly bad. Lacking a good 
tap root, the plant has proven ex- 
tremely vulnerable to untoward con- 
ditions and although earlier reports 
indicated well grown plants, heavily 
friuted, the yield is turning out to 


be short. : 
Shedding Heavy. 

Shedding has been very heavy, 
while from nearly all parts of «the 
belt have come complaints of prema- 
ture opening. The result of this is 
¢otton that is immature and of poor 
quality. Bolls are deseribed = as 
small and knotty and the lint yield 
very light. To this must be added 
the depredations of weevils and other 
insect pests. It is conceded that the 
hot dry weather of August and Sep- 
tember helped to check weevil rav- 
ages, but in a great many instances 
the extent of the damage wrought 
earlier in the season is proving worse 
than expected. Even half grown bolls. 
thought perfect, have been found to 
be punctured. 

In parts of Texas. leaf and _ bol) 
worms, also caterpillars, have added 
|considerably to the sum total of the 
‘loss. Top crop prosnects are regard- 
ed as negligible. Onlv a poor mide 
crop is expected, which leaves litt'e 
more than the bottom crop to be real- 
ized.

In analyzing this months’ returns 
the feeling paramount seems to be 
one of keen. disappointment at the 
failure to realize the splendid prom- 
ise of last spring. Coupled with the 
ever-increasing inroads of the boll 
weevil, rendered doubly formidable by 
two open winters and then excessive 
moisture throughout the spring, 
weather conditions have been consist- 
ently unfavorable to cotton growing, 
and many farmers are showing signs 
of extreme discouragement, is is 
indicated by numerous reports to the 
effect that planters are planning to 
either increase diversification in their 
crops or else give up the attempt at 
cotton production altogether. 

In view of al] these considerations, 
it is perbaps not altogether unrea- 
sonable to presuppose that a rather 
too pessimistic attitude .is being 
taken. Some usually well informed 
observers point out that last year, 
with fully as many drawbacks as thie, 
nearly two million more bales were 
produced than estimated. It would 
not be at 4ll surprising, therefore, if 
this year’s “spotted” crop should turn 
out. to be less of a failure than is 
now so widely believed. At al] events 
witb the constantly increasing demand 
for the staple and high price realized, 
coupled with lessened costs of produc- 
tion, there is very little likelihood 
of the south abandoning its struggle 
to raise cotton. It is far more likely 
that new ard more effective means of 
ecntrol of. the weevil will be essayed 
next year. 


EVANGELIST PREACHES 
AT FEDERAL PRISON 


Characterizing selfishness, gamb- 
ling, alcohol, dissolute dance halls and 
wearing apparel as devices of satan, 
the Rev. J. Montague Power, 
evangelist, of Washington, D. C., in 
a sermon before the 2,300 inmates of 
the Atlanta federal penitentiary Sun- 
day morning, declared that these 
vices had caused more “hell on earth” 
than any others. 

Mr. Power held his congregation’s 
undivided attention for almost an 
hour while he elaborated ‘on the text 
“Whatsoever a man soweth that shall 
he also reap.” 

His remarks assumed the form of 
an allegory as he declared: ‘“Subse-

The bankers decided to attempt to 
force through se, yggcorea ee i. rese- 
lution cing t organization on 
record Rae the branch bank plan 
by which national banks in the larger 
cities may majntain establishments in 
other cities and tewns. ‘They also 
will seek to have the body disapprove 
by resolutions the alleged support of 
4is plan by D. R. Crissinger, comp- 
troller of the treasury. ‘The branch 
bank plan, they contend, threatens 
absorption, if net destruction of state 
and independent banks and trust com- 
panies in smaller communities, with 
the result that the metropolitan banks 
will ultimately dominate the financial} 
coinditions in these territories. 

Fight Move 

Bankers of the larger cities are ex-' 
pected to wage a stiff fight against 
the resolution. 

A poll of financiers indicates unan- 
imeus satisfaction with the nation’s 
}regress upward from post-war de- 
pression, and a belief that at least two 
veurs of good business lie ahead. The 
prosperous era; however, bas not reach- 
eG the proportions of a “boom,” it 
vas the conviction of the bankers, 
speaking of conditions in federal re- 
serve districts of the east, south and 
iniddle west.

PLANT FOR JACKSON 


Jackson, Ga., October 6.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Following the success of Butts 
county farmers in growing pimento 
peppers this season, there is a move- 
ment on foot to build a pepper and 
canning factory in Jackson. The Ki- 
wanis club is interested in the proj- 
eet and a committee from_this or- 
ganization has visited the plant of 
the Pomona Preducts company in 
Griffin and the plant’ of the Conti- 
nental Packing company in Macon, 
and the Moultrie Pepper factory. The 
question of establishing a pepper and 
canning factory is: now being con- 
sidered from all angles and some ac- 
tion will probably be taken during the 
. fall months. 

Farmers of Butts county are grow- 
ing this year nearly a thousand acres 
in pimento peppers. From 250 to 300 
acres were grown on contract for the 
Continental Packing company, of Ma- 
con, at a price of per ton f..o. b. 
Jackson. About 500 to 600 acres 
were planted on contract for the Po- 
mona Products company, of Griffin. 
at the price of $40 per ton delivered 
at the pliant. ? 

The returns have been satisfactory 
and some good yields are reported, 
making pepper more profitable than 
cotton under existing boll weevil con- 
ditions in Butts county. ‘The pepper 
crop of the county will probably bring 
upward of $50,000 to the farmers of 
Butts county this season, and as the 
money will be widely distributed it 
will be of great help in view of the 
unusually short cotton crop. 

The acreage in peppers will be 
largely increased here another year, 
al this is one of the reasons for 
the agitation for a combined pepper 
and canning factory in Jacksop. It is 
reported that the Continental acking 
company may be interested in estab- 
lishing a branch plant in Jackson. 
fhe Pemona Products company, ot 
Griffin, is likewise said to be eon- 
sidering the matter of putting up ad- 
ditional factories.

with Latin and Slavic nations; that, 
once in the Englishman had become 
suspicious, there was nothing more to 
be done with him. despite the most 
honeyed words and most obliging con- 
cessions;: that the only advice. there- 
fore, which I could give the chuaneel- 
lor was that he confine himself en- 
tirely to straightforwardness in his 
English policy. 1 said this with par- 
ticular emphasis, since “finessing” 
was especially dear to the diplomatic

Since he wielded, on account of this, 
an authoritative influence on all pro- 
posals relative to the appointment of 
officials and hence, also, on the ca- 
reers Of the younger officials, it muy 
be easily understood why he, little 
by little, had obtained for himself a 
dominating position at the foreign of- 
fice. But he sought more and more 
to obtain, af the same timé, a decigive 
influence upon the conduct of the

In addition it was pointed 
out by some observers. that the Ger- 
man reparations problem sill remains 
and ‘that a new crisis wil) be pre- 
sented early in the year unless some 
comprehensive plan'for dealing with 
the diffieulty shail he agreed in the 
meantime. : 
Industrial activity at home showed, 
however, a further recovery from the 
effects of the strike. The steel in- 
dustry was reported to be operating 
at a rate close to 70 per cent of ca- 
pacity as compared to 50 per cent 
during the August shutdown. Coal 
supplies are no longer a_ limiting 
factor, having been replaced in this 
respect by the scarcity of suitable 
freight cars. Statistics of coal pro- 
duction also are encouraging.
